Mr. Aberhart, who is a well-known 
radio speaker, after welcoming 
large gathering, stated that the 
Douglas system was started fourteen 
years ago by a man named Douglas 
who was appointed by the British 
Government as an expert to report 
on the causes of certain conditions 
as they existed after the war. He 
then proceeded to outline the sys- 
tem, which may be summarized 
follows:

If there is any balance after the 
settlement of debts, it may be used 
to adjust Foreign Trade Balances or 
for use of our citizens when travel- 
ling. 

If the money is inadequate to meet 
the present indebtedness, the citizens 
may be called upon to transfer the 
Cash Surrender values on Life In- 
surance Policies or other documents 
that would produce money, for - ro 
viricial Government Bonds as apove. 

As every citizen receives from the 
Province in basic dividends enough 
to provide for his food, clothing and 
shelter, Life Insurance is a useless 
expense. Greater protection could 
be assured the individual in the form 
of Government bonds maturing when 
desired. 

Owners of Real Bstate, Industrial. 
Plants, Stores, etc,, may transfer the 
same to the government for bonds as 
above, if they so desire (the price of 
the same to be settled by arbitration) 
or should the owner wish it he may 
continue to handie tthe property in- 
dividually and transfer it to his 
heirs or to the government at death. 

In case of mortgages on farms, 
private homes, etc., the government 
may take over ‘the same, and ask the 
individual to make his payments in 
credit to the government. Each indi- 
vidual case would be adjudged on its 
merits. 

By this and other similar means 
our Provincial and individual debts 
could be intelligently handled and ul- 
timately entirely abandoned.

AMALGAMATION OF RAILWAYS 
NOW BELIEVED UNLIKELY 


Both houses of parliament at Ot- 
tawa adjourned Thursday for the 
Daster holidays, to resume Tuesday 
next. The railway degislation, the 
most contentious thus far, is not yet 
disposed of, and may undergo consid- 
erable modification before finally 
passing. Amalgamation of the C.N.R. 
and C.P.R. lines is believed now to 
have little or no chance of adoption. 
—A six months’ hoist was given to 
the sweepstakes bill—Three  divi- 
sions in the house of commons  oc- 
curred on the budget, giving the gov- 
ernment a majority ‘of 35 on the 
principle of the measure.—A bill was 
introduced providing for the volun- 
tary retirement of judges at age of 
75, on full pension.—So voluminous 
is the Canada Shipping act that a 
sub-committee was appointed to see 
if anything can be done with it at 
this session.

Has he never heard of the 
terrific deficits being paid yearly to 
the C.N.R. by our government, or as 
the writer puts it “Us.’’ Has he nev- 
er heard of C.P.R. land, or enquired 
how tthe O.P.R. obtained title to such 
enormous acreages? 

“We expect railway freight and 
passenger trains to run on time, 
etc.,” continues your’ contributor. 
Railway executives are not philan- 
thropists. If it ‘pays’ to run, they 
run, and if not they not only do not 
run “to time,” but do not run at all, 
as the reduced service at Wetaskiwin 
proves conclusively. The conveni- 
ence of the public cuts no ice with 
them. 

The writer of the article goes on, 
“The railways keep their own roads 
open, at their own expense. The gov- 
ernment, which means ‘Us’ open the 
roads for them (automobiles( to run 
at our expense. Why should we pay 
for winter highways, ete.” Let us 
see how much is paid for highways 
by non-motorists. In 1932 the total 


revenue of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, derived from direct taxation, 
was $5,726,106.52. Of this amount, 


$2,975,549.86, or over half, was deriv- | 
ed from the gasoline tax and auto 
licenses. Since 1923 the Government 
has collected from these two sources 
—including the estinvate of collec- 
tions for this year—$29,278,545.02. 
During the same period the amount' 
spent from current revenue, on high- 
ways, including estimates for this 
year amounts to $9,852,664.17, leaving | 
a balance of almost twenty millions | 
of dollars paid by motorists of all; 
classes and diverted to other uses | 
than highways. During the same per- | 
iod the Government have spent $20,-' 
672,188.31 from borrowed money, on 
highways. If all the money paid in. 
taxes by motorists had been used ex- 
clusively for highways, and including, 
the Federal grant of $1,477,809.30, it| 
would have been sufficient to build 
and ,;maintain all the main highways 
without any borrowing at all.

The general purpose is to 
enable business concerns in finan- 
cial difficulty to carry on rather 
than being forced into the existing 
alternatives of liquidation or of 
bankruptcy.

Dr. Shillabeer congratulated the 
club on doing such an outstanding 
thing for the community as the  in- 
stallation of the clinic, and referred 
to the importance it would have in 
the district. We cannot build alone, 
but we can help to build. The scope 
of the clinic at the present time is 
limited to children of school age, but 
at a later date it is hoped that others 
will be included and given the bene 
fit. It {s very important that a child 


{be examined early in. life and any de- 
_jfects' found and treated. 


In rural 
districts in’ Southern Alberta it has 
been found: that eight per cent of the 
children” have’ tubercular tendencies, 


increased to ten per cent. The clinic 
will check up the eyes, ears, nose and 
mouth, and any diseases found and 
treated will save much suffering and 
drawback. The doctor then explained 
how the system would be operated 
and appealed to the parents for their 
co-operation. Medical science has 
extended to average life from thirty 
years thirty years ago to fifty years 
today, and it is hoped that this will 
be raised to sixty-five years in the 
future.

more than a week ago a nest of 
young Canada Jays, known locally as 
Whiskey Jacks was found near Bat- 
tle Lake. They were apparently nat 
suffering from the cold weather, but 
the mother bird steadfastly refused 
to leave them uncovered until lifted 
bedily from the nest. 

The Hungarian partridge has evi- 
dently become a permanent resident 
in the Wetaskiwin district. Introduc- 
ed from ‘Central Europe a few years 
ago they have thrived and increased 
surprisingly. Om a recent motor trip 
along the Pigeon Lake trail 169 of 
these birds were counted between 
Wetaskiwin and Falun picking 
gravel on the highway or shattered 
grain in the neighboring fields. Local 
farmers claim that these birds are so 
pugnacious that they are driving out 
the native ruffled grouse (partridge) 
and the sharp tailed grouse (incor- 
rectly called prairie chicken). Their 
habitat, however, is so different from 
that of the ruffled grouse that there 
is not likely to be any conflict be- 
tween the two species. As for the 
sharp tailed grouse they were rapidly 
disappearing before the Huns spread 
to this vicinity. There is so little to 


show that their decrease has been 
more rapid during recent ‘Years. 
These hardy little Huns can with- 


stand the roughest weather and are 
better foragers than the native 
grouse. Their protective coloring is 
extraordinarily good and it is hard 
for predatory birds and animals to 
capture them. They are ideal game 
birds from the sportsman’s point of 
view, their wariness, speed and zig- 
zag line of flight making them a true 
test of markmanship.
